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Ex-Empress Frederick Quietly Enters 
the Capital of France, 


THE AUTHORITIES TAKE PRECAUTIONS 
AGAINST HOSTILE DEMONSTRATIONS. 


The Important Mission Entrusted to His 
Mother by the German Emperor—French ‘ 
Artists and the German Art Exhibition 
~The Irish Party Troubles — Foreign 
News. 


Paris, Feb. 19.—It is reported from Berlin 
that the Kaiser telegraphed to his mother on 
the receipt of the news from Paris that a 
crowd was awaiting her arrival there, not to 
turn aside tothe French capital, but to go 
direct to England. It is thought that this 
was a wise instruction, as the crowds near. 
the northern station showed signs of consid- 
erable excitement, and it was doubtful 
whether they could be prevented from using 
Offensive epithets. 

THE CROWDS DISPERSED. 

Before the arrival of the Empress Frederick 
in Paris last night the French police caused a 
report to be circulated that she changed her 
mind and concluded to proceed to England. 
The circulation of the report lef the waiting 
crowds to gradually disperse, so that when 
the Empress arrived the vicinity ofthe sta- 
tion was comparatively clear, and Count 
Munster met with no difficulty in chan Oe: 
the Empress to the Legation. 

THE EX-EMPRESS’ MISSION. 

It is admitted at the German Embassy here 
that the ex-Empress Frederick will visit the 
leading studios in the city and it is believed 
that at the express request of the Emperor 
she has.gone to the French capital to en- 
deavor to hasten an entente cordiale between 
the two countries and so forestall Austria and 
Italy, should they secede from the Triple Al- 
Jiance, as foreshadowed in the fall of Premier 
Crispi and the reapprochement of Austria 
with Russia. 


Politios in Canada. 


Toronto, Feb. 19.—Edward Farrar, editor 
ofthe Globe, repliedtothe Premier’s charge 
of treason in that paper Tuesday. He says the 
facts are briefly these:

He 
claims he wrote the pamphlet in his private 
Capacity and only .expressed his personal 
views. He vouches forthe fact that nota 

‘Bingle copy was circulated in Washington. 

A correspondent saw Farrar yesterday, but 
he said he had nothing to add to the pub- 
lished letter. There . was nothing in this 
American correspondence that coujd -by. any 
possibility be construed into treason. He did 
not apprehend arrest and thought the charge 
was brought by the Premier to divert. Tory 
attention from the tfade question. The cor 


respondent also saw a member ofthe firm m of 
Hunter, Rose & Co. He thinks the j 
sheets must have been stolen by a Conse 
tive printer who is leaving to accept a job in 
the Government printing bureau of Ottawa. 
There was no precautions taken to secure the 
privacy_of the manuscript or the proofs. The 
excitement caused Monday night Dy the 
. Premier’s charge of treason almost entirely 
subsided when the people saw extracts from 
the pamphiet on which the charges are 
founded. The police guard has been with- 
drawn from about the Globe office, and the 
proprietors of the paper do not ask for pro- 
tection. The Globe, commenting onthe CGon- 
servative meeting of Tuesday night, says: 

Sir Charles Tupper _— the most of the loyalty 
cry, the large assumption in which is_ that 
British institutions on this continent will be endan- 
gered if the people seek to escape from the ‘‘com- 
binesters.’’ Sir John devoted himself almost alto- 
gether té the levelling of charges of treason at Sir 
Richard Cartwright, Mr. Challton and other Liberal 
leaders. But what sort of an answer isthis to the 
Liberal indictment-that the country is:suffering in 
its trade and commerce, that the present policy is a 
vicious One and the time is ripe forachange? It is a 
gad sight to see the Premier of Canada driven on an 
occasion like this to make his battle on appeals to 
/ignorance and prejudice. We are much mistaken if 
his frantic charges of disloyalty will save him from 
the richly deserved condemnation of the people of 
Canada. 

THE OTHER PAPERS. 

The Mail commenting onthe same matter 
Bays: 

Passing from the treason cry tothe plain business 
material of the speeches, itappears that the Premier 
jooks for a milder form of treason than that of the 
opposition, namely, limited reciprocity, while Sir 
Charles Tupper hints that we may yet enjoy with the 
other British dominions favored treatment in English 
markets. This is a difficulf task, however; upon 

‘whatever evidence the expiration of British differ- 
entials in our favor may be founded. Certainly, 
Lord Salisbury’s treatment of the Dunraven resolu- 
tion the other day does not warrant us in hoping that 
England will soon erect a customs wall against all the 
world but Canada and her sister cojonies. 

GREATLY ALARMED. 

The Empire, viewing the matter from the 
Government’s standpoint, is greatly alarmed:

THE ‘‘PosT.’’ 

The Post takes a strongly partisan view of 
Macdonald’s charges and says: 

Nobody denies the right of Canadians to advocate 
annexation, but this policy must emanate from them- 
selves and not be forced upon them by intrigues with 
a foreign power. Mr. Edward Farrarappears to be 
obliged to admit the truth of Sir John Macdonald’s 
terrible exposure of his opponents’ tactics. The 
nervous efforts of the Opposition leaders to retrace 
their steps and repudiate intrigues are, however, ré- 
markable testimony as to how conscious they are of 
the manliness and independence of the electors. 


Imperial Customs Federation. 

LONDON, Feb. 19.—The leaders in the move- 
ment for an imperial customs federation 
have received such encouragements from all 
directions since the debate on Tuesday night 
that they are determined now to agitate the 
subject outside as well as in Parliament. 
From Sheffield Col. Howard Vincent has re- 
ceived numerous communications asserting 
that the voice of industry in that center of 
the cutlery trade calls for protection, and Sir 
James Lowther declares that both manu- 
facturing and agricultural interests are be- 
coming impatient of freetrade. Ool. Vin- 
cent asserts that the Conservative party will 
be obliged to take action in favor ofa pro- 
tective tariff if it is going to hold to what it 
now has of votes among the working classes, 
and that the election will see some measure 
of the kind embodied in the Conservative pro- 
gramme. 

Premier Rhodes is quoted as saying that 
South Africa would not object to closer trade 
relations with Great Britain. Itis believed 
thatthe principal difficulty will be metin 
dealing with the Australian colonies, where 
the new American tariff has made but little 
difference except to the wool interest and 
there is no public sentiment in favor ofa 
change toward closer relations with En- 
gland. 

SIR MICHAEL HICKS-BEACH’S SPEECH. 

Lonpon, Feb. 19.—In an address b efore the 
London Chamber of Commerce yesterday, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, President of the Board 
of Trade,said he believed that before another 
generation strikes and lockouts would be re- 
garded as barbarous as dueling in settling 
disputes. The tribunals of conciliation, sach 
as the chamber had initiated, were far more 
effective than Government action. He 
added: ‘‘In view of the tidal wave of protec- 
tion we must seriously considera more ade- 
quate promotion of union with our colonies,’’ 

GOVERNMENT AID TO EMIGRATION.

THE GORDON-CUMMING SCANDAL. 

LonpDon, Feb. 19.—The Prince of Wales has 
been followed up so mercilessly on account of 
the Gordon-Cumming scandal that sympathy 
is turning in his favor, and a speaker who at- 
tempted to allude to the subject at a work- 
ingmen’s meeting last evening, was soundly 
hissed, while cheers were given for the 
Prince. Notwithstanding all reports tothe 
contrary, the Queen, it is understood, has 
been kept in ignorance of the affair. 


The Irish Party Troubles. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—The Cork National League 
has adopted resolutions declaring Parnell to 
be ‘‘sole leader of the Irish people at home 
and abroad.’’ An anti-Parnellite, whose dis- 
sent was in the way ofthe resolutions being 
made unanimous, was hustled out of the door 
until the resolutions had been adopted. Then 
he was re-admitted. Itis said that Timothy 
Healy, having been asked to advance a sum 
of money forthe McCarthy cause, found an 
excuse for not doing so, although amply able. 

O’BRIEN AND DILLON IN JAIL. 

DUBLIN, Feb. 19.—Mr. Wm. O’Brien and Mr. 
John Dillon, who recently surrendered to the 
police at Folkestone, England, and who were 
taking to Clonmel Jail in orderto undergo 
their terms of inrprisonment, were trans- 
ferred toGalway at daylight this morning. 
The prisoners were taken from Olonmel ina 
saloon carriage. Though secrecy was ob- 
served throughout the proceedings,the inhab- 
itants of Tipperary got wind of the affair and 
assembledin crowdsat the Tipperary rail- 
road station and enthusiastically cheered the 
two members asthetrain stopped for a few 
moments in their midst. Messrs. O’Brien 
and Dillon will. complete their sentence in 
Galway Jail. 


A Horrible Sight in Burmah. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb.19.—Capt. Thomas 
ofthe British ship Merioneth reports wit- 
nessing a horrible sightin Burmah. A native 
was caught piloting a party of Englishmen 
into sacred places, the penalty of which is 
death. The man was seized and nailed to the 
nearest tree. In describing the horrible 
scene, Capt. Thomas said: ‘‘The poor wretch 
I saw nailed to the tree lived three days. 
During that time the natives gathered around 
him and threw his infamy at him on 
every occasion. His naked body was 
covered with mosquitoes, and to- 
ward the end sponges saturated with water 
were fastened to bamboo canes and held 
within a few incheg of the victim’s mouth, 
and asthe scent of the cooling liquid was 
wafted to his brain the half unconscious vic- 
tim would writhe with agony. Toward the 
end of the third day it was announced that 
the traitor was dying. After the death of the 
victim an official, with a spear made from 
the horn of an antelope, approached the body 
and drove it into the side, and from the_ 
wound flowed blood and water. Immediately 
the blood and water began to flow, the people 
dispersed.’’

The State Grain Inspection Office Un- 
dergoing an Investigation. 


A LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE BEGINS THE 
WORK THIS MORNING. 


Farmers Fear Extravagance and a Report 
of the Year’s Finances Is Demanded— 
Railroad Commissioners and Ohief In- 
spector O’Sheg Present—Workings of 
the System Closely Examined. 


At 10 o’clock this morning the State Legis- 
lative Committee appointed to examine the 
office of the State Grain Inspector paid their 
opening visit to the inspection headquarters 
and began the examination and investigation 
with due formality and ceremony. The com- 
mittee arrived in St. Louis last night direct 
from Jefferson City and consists of Dr. A. | 
Neff of Saline County, chairman; T. J. Hess 
of Mississippi County and Gustave Baare of 
St. Louis. ‘The authorify under which the in. 
vestigation is made is the following resolu- 
tion, introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives by Dr. Neff on Feb. 4and passed by that 
body on the 17th: 

Whereas, Sec. 5691 of the Bevised Statutes of 
Missouri of 1889 confers upon the Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners the power to fix the 
amount of compensation to be paid to the Chief In- 
spector and Assistant Inspector and all other persons 
employed in the service of inspection, and prescribe 
the time and manner of payment; therefore be it 

Resolved, That said Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners and Grain Inspectors of this State be re- 
quested to furnish this House with a full and com- 
plete statement of andthe amounts received on ac- 
count of said Grain Inspectors since the adoption of 
said law ,the amount of all expenses paid by said Com-« 
missioners or Inspectors, to whom paid and for what 
purpose, amounts paid to each person, and all other 
expenses and to whom paid, and amount on hand at 
the present time. 

Dr. Neff is also President of the Farmers’ 
Alliance of Saline County, andasthe above 
resolution is believed to be but the beginning 
of a war which the Missouri Alliance proposes 
to make upon thesystem of State grain in- 
spection, the first year of which has proved 
farfrom satisfactory toshippers of grain to 
this market, the investigation, under his dl- 
rection, is expected to produce some dam- 
aging arguments against the system. What- 
ever may be the result of the work begun this 
morning thereis apt to be considerable un- 
easiness and apprehensionin the Grain In- 
spector’s office until the repart of the com- 
mittee is made to the Legislature. 


THE INVESTIGATION BEGUN. 


The gathering in the grain inspection head- 
quarters this morning forthe opening of the 
The 
three members of the committee were met by 
Ohief Grain Inspector O’Shea, Railroad 
Commissioners Breathitt and Hennessy 
and ex-Railroad Commissioner Down- 
ing, all of whom paid the_ closest 
attention to the opening of the examination. 
Chairman Neff explained to Inspector O’Shea 
the outlines of the work proposed to be done by 
the committee, and showed his authority for 
demanding access to the books and records 
of the rane The chief aim of the investiga- 
pon ste ure a complete statement of the 

etat receipts and distursemients of the 
department since the systém went into effect 
a little over a year ago, but in addition to 
that it was also proposed to 
look into the workings of the system 
thoroughiv, to examine into the grounds of 
allcomplaints that have been made against 
the syssem, and in every way to take steps to 
enlighten the growers and shippers of grain 
as to the advantages and disadvantages of 
State grain inspection as shown after a year’s 
trial. 
‘‘We would like to see your statement of 
salaries pain, of the principal sources of ex- 
pense, and of all receipts and disbursements 
of money, Mr. O’Shea,’’ said Chairman Neff 
to the Chief Inspector, after the preliminary 
introductions and brief discussion following 
the committee’s arrival. 

‘*The books are here, gentlemen,’’ an- 
swered Mr. O'Shea, ‘‘you can look into them 
at once, if you desire.’’ 

‘*Isn’t therea more concise and simpler 
way of conducting the investigation?’’ asked 
Chairman Neff. ‘‘It will consumea great 
deal of time going through the books for the 
whole year. Why not have a condensed 
statement of the facts and figures we want, 
drawn up? The committee could then pursue 
its work at the hotel, andin much more sat- 
isfactory style than by going through the in- 
tricate books of the office.’’ 

LOOKING INTO THE INSPECTION SYSTEM. 

After some discussion Inspector O’Shea 
stated that he would have such a statement 
drawn upand sent to the hotel where the 
committee was stopping. It was decided 
that a stenographer and typewriter should 
be employed for that purpose, and a mes- 
senger was at once sent out to engage one. 
With this preliminary disposed of the 
committee then entered into an in- 
formal examination of the system of 
grain inspection. Oommissioner Breathitt 
was most active inexplaining the workings 
of the department, but was vigorously sec- 
onded by Commissioner Hennessy and Mr. 
O’Shea, and in a few minutes the committee 
were deep in the mysteries of registration, 
‘‘in’’? and ‘‘out’’ inspection, track work, 
elevator work and barge work, distinguish- 
ing requisites for the different grades of corn, 
wheat, oats and rye, etc., etc. 

It was while they were busy on this work 
that ex-Railroad Commissioner Downing 
sprung a new point on the investigation, 
which may cause possible complications in 
its progress. Calling Chief Inspector O’Shea 
away from the committee Mr. Downing said:

THE FLOODS. 


A Bridge Oarried Away by Ice and Water 
—At Steubenville. 


‘Seemneem N. Y., Feb. 19.—Fifteen men 
had a narrow escape from death yesterday 
morning just at the brink of the historic falls 
where Sam Patch went down to his death 
fifty yearsago. The Genessee River is higher 
than it has been in years, andto add to the 
danger of its swelled banks, a big fleld of ice 
came from up the valley between 9 and 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. When the ice 
reached here it was broken into small frag- 
ments, but it came closely packed together, 
and carried a large amount of light wood and 
a few heavy logs. In going through 
the city above the falls nearly all the ice 
ranon the east sideof the river. A $150,000 
bridge is in progressof construction across 
the river, just below the falls, and the work- 
men were engaged in putting in the false 
work for the last span, when they saw the 
driftwood coming and began to scramble for 
safety. They were on top of a beat, 150 feet 
inthe air. A moment later the flood reached 
the false work,and the whole structure was 
carried away. One man only had failed to 
reach a place of safety, and he went into the 
river. He was later rescued. The water in 
the river is still rising, but the cold wave has 
come in time, it is thought, to prevent fur- 
ther damage 


AT STEUBENVILLE, O. 

STEUBENVILLE, O., Feb. 19.—Marks show the 
river to be 48% feet and rising slowly. This is 
within 6% feet of the great rise of 1884. The 
damage to railroad property is great. Tle 
‘line of the Wheeling & Lake Erie is almost ob- 
literated, and it will be like building a new 
road along the riverfront to repair it. The 
lower end of the city and low lands above and 
below are under water. Many families have 
been compelled to move out of their houses, 
The Water-works were forced to shut down.

The Situation in the East on Dressed Beef 
Rates. 


New YorK, Feb. 19.—An all day session of 
the Joint Committee of the Trunk Line As- 
sociation and the Central Traffic®Association 
yesterday did not result in a settlement of the 
much vexed dressed beef question. It was 
decided to make the mileage rate, allowed for 
the use of private cars, 1 centacar. This is 
the rate that had already been allowed by the 
Canadian lines under contract. The Amer- 
ican lines have the privilege of adopting it or 
not, as they seefit. The establishment of a 
differential rate for the Oanadian lines, 
on shipments from Chicago to points in Maine 
proveda much more difficult task for the 
presidents, and they found themselves unable 
to reach an agreement.

made by the arbitrators on the supposition 
that the same mileage rate was allowed by 
all the roads.

Division commanders will select their own staffs.

They will be responsible for 
their respective divisions, and will not permit in- 
truders. Each division commander will have a 
staff officer at the rear of his column to notify the 
commander of the next division in rear when to 
march, so asto make the column continuous and 
keep it closed. 

The column will proceed from the places of forma- 
tion to Calvary Cemetery by the following route: 
Twelfth street to Pine, thence to Grand avenue, and 
to the cemetery via Grand and Florissant avenues, 

The cavalry and artillery ofthe first divis- 
fon will be formed on Twelfth street near 
Pine, ata place tobe hereafter designated.

MUST SELL OR FIGHT 


The Laclede Gas Co.’s Stand in the 
Proposed Purchase. 


DEAL BETWEEN THE ‘MUNICIPAL, MIS- 
SOURI AND LACLEDE ABOUT CLOSED. 


~ 


A "Gulpcnbeaten of Gas and Rlectric Light 
Interests Which Will Form the Largest 
Combination in the Country—The La- 
elede to Buy Out Its Competitors— 
How It Will Affect the Public. ; 


"Rumors have been current for some time of 
an immense deal between the Laclede Gas- 
light .Co. and the Municipal Electric 
Light Co. and the probability of a 
consummation of the transaction was 
announced in the POST-DISPATCH 
of yesterday. It was also stated that the 
Laclede Gas Co. contemplated absorbing the 
Missouri Electric Light Co, The combination 
of these three interests would form one of the 
largest concerns of the kind in the country, 
and would bring about the consolidation of 
interests valued at $12,000,000. The larg- 
est electric Mght plant in the world 
is the property of the Municipal Electric Light 
Co., at Eighteenth and Gratiot streets, and if 
the negotiations now pending are closed, this 
plant will become the property of the La- 
clede. The factthat the deal is being made 
is looked upon as one of the greatest argu- 
ments in favor of electricity as an economical 
method of lighting and proves it. tobea 
strong enemy to the gas interests. All the 
electric plants inthe city are now combined 
in three companies, the Municipal, with a 
capital of $1,509,000; the Missouri, with a capi- 
tal of $1,000,000, and the Laclede Gas-Light 
Co., with a capital of $10,000,000, which 
has, besides several electric plants, the 
control of all the gas properties 
in the city. The Laclede Gas-Light Co. recog- 
nizing the necessity fora move of some kind 
on its part, has decided to take the step and 
boldly announces to the illuminating compa- 
nies of the city to sell out tothe old company 
at a fair price or more properly to come into 
the fold, and tf they refuse to come 
to terms, they are given to under- 
stand that they must fight for supremacy. 
How the fight would end is apparent at the 
present time, as the new comers, the Mis- 
sourl and Municipal together have but 
$2,000,000 or $2,500,000 at stake here in prop- 
erty, while the Laclede has $10,000,000 in a per- 
fect system of city gas supply pipes, im- 
mense gas plants and several large 
electric light plants. It is on taking this view 
of the negotiations and situation that it 
may be almost positively stated that the 
deal combining all the lighting interests of 
the city will be carried through and without 
unnecessary delay. 

PRESIDENT M’MILLAN TALKS. 

When a PostT-DiSPATCH reporter saw Mr. 
McMillan, President of the Laclede Gas-Light 
Co., in his office this morning, he asked if 
what has been said of the deal so far was cor- 
rect: 

‘*The papers might be charged with being 
accessory before the fact,’’ he said, for while 
there is foundation for much that has been 
published, it is not true that either of the 
electric light companies has been purchased 
by the Laclede.’’ 

**‘Do you believe the purchases will be 
made?’’ 

‘*The chances are at least even that they 
will,’’ said the President. 

‘*If the Lacledge purchases the Municipal, 
will it attempt to evade the city contract 
which that company is now carrying out and 
as the officers claim at a loss?’’ 

**Certainly not. The Municipal might be 
justified on its own partinaskingto have a 
mistake corrected that had been ignorantly 
made, but if the Laclede assumes the obliga- 
tion with a full knowledge of th@ facts, it 
must live squarely up to both the letter and 
the spirit of the contract. At any rate the 
Laclede is not tn the habit of going back on its 
obligations or failing to carry out anything it 
started in to do.’’ 

**Should the deal fall through what will be 
the action of the Laclede?’’ was asked. 

WHAT THE LACLEDE MAY DO, 

‘*To quote the old saw, ‘thereis many a 
slip betwixt cup and lip,’ and this may be 
one, but we are prepared to carry out 


i 


our plans in case of failure and 
will put its wires on every 
street in St. Louis and furnish 


gas or electricity or both to its patrons. 
These negotiations for a purchase were made 
with every hope of consummation, and it 
was done by this company to avoid the ne- 
cessity of stringing’ three wires on the 
street where if we were consolidated there 
would only be one. It was toavoid this and 
many other expenses of building up an 
dlectric system as complete as our gas system 
that the propositions of. purchase were 
made.’’ 

‘*Will you buy up the stock and bonds in se- 
curing possession?’ ’ 

‘‘The Laclede will make direct purchases of 
the properties of the two companies, not the 
stock, if anything is purchased, and they 
would ina way become a part and parcel of 
the Laciede property.’ 

‘‘Wwill the consolidation result in a benefit to 
the people?’’ 

‘‘T am inclined to think it will, but it is too 
soon to make promises. It is cheaper to 
string one wire than it is to string three, and 
cheaper to operate one company than it Is 
three. Expenses can be reduced, but if

HISTORY OF THE LIGHTING COMPANIES. 

The movements of the electric light com- 
panies in this city for years have been like 
the figures in a game of chess, with frequent 
‘‘checkmates.’’ Prior tothe entrance of the 
two larger concerns, the Municipal and Mis- 
souri Electric Light Co.’s, there were the Ex- 
celsior, the Thompson-Houston, the Western 
Electric, the Fort Wayne Jenny, the Brush 
and the Sprague, all dolag business separate 
fromand independent of each other. The 
Municipal came into the fleld and secured a 
contract with the city for 6,000 arc lights, but 
foratime only furnished 1,600. When 6,000 
were demanded the company furnished 
the Hight but at a loss, and to make 
up for this loss it was decided 
to secure commercial lighting. James Camp- 
bell succeeded Col, John O’Day in the man- 
agement ofthe company and soon secured 
enough commercial lighting to almost cover 
the loss and pay the expenses of lighting the 
city. The Missouri Electric Light Co., a 
branch of the Westinghouse Electric Light 
Co. of the East, secured from. the 
city the privilege of lighting the alleys and 
furnishing the public with incandescent Nght 
only. The Laciede Gas-Light Co,, on seeing 
the incroachments in the light business of the 
city, decided to fight the new comers, or at 
least meet them with their own, weapons of 
warfare. It secured several of the smalier 
electric companies and began furnishing 
electric Mght- to the publicat the sameate 
the new companies did. With an idga of 
operating more economically the Sprague, 
Brush, Western Electric, Fort Wayne Jenny, 
Thom pson- Houston and Excelsior combined 
and formed the United Electric Light Co. Later 
the United fell into the hands‘of the §t. Louis 
thereby swelling the

GRANITE MOUNTAIN STOCK DECLINING. 


It Drops ie to $30 a Share—The Rea- 
sons, 

Something like a panic prevails in Granite 
Mountain mining stock. Forsome days past 
it has been steadily declining, with a dispo- 
sition on the part of holders of the stock to 
sell, and to-day the famous stock reached the 
strangely low figures of $30 per share, the 
best quotation yesterday having been a bid 
of $35.50 for ten shares. There’ are many 


rumors afloat in explanation of the 
sagging of Granite Mountain stock, the 
most startling. of which is~-that Mr. 


A. B. Coit, formerly associated with the local 
grain commission firm of Golson, Coit & Oo., 
had 10,000 shares of Granite Mountain which 
he was endeavoring to. sell. Another 
reason is that the decline and pres-

ATTORNEYS’ TILTS.

They Are the Principal Features of the 
‘Vail Trial. 


THE JURY WITHDRAWS WHILE DISPUT- 
ED POINTS ARE SETTLED. 


Mrs, Joseph Ahrens Excused on Account 
of Her Evident Reluctance to Give 
Answers — Sheriff Schneider of St. 
Charles County on the Stand—The Jur- 
ors Request the Attendance of a Barber. 


Those.who are attending the Vail trial are 
plentifully rewarded for their trouble, if ex- 
citement is what they seek. The testimony 
alone is not startling, for mostof it has al- 
ready appearedin print, but the attorneys 
create scenes which are seldom witnessed in 
court, seldom tolerated in dignified tribunals. 
The flerce and bittef attacks made upon coun- 
sel would not be tolerated in the Police 


7 Court, but they go unrebuked here, and con- 


tinue day after day through the trial with- 


Court. The tilt between Gov. Johnson 
and Marshall McDonald was bitter and 
terrible to Hsten to in such a.place. The 
difference arose Over an answer made by 
Mrs. May Slatery, who said that Mrs. Vail 
spoke to her of her husband’s coolness and 
said she hoped that after the birth of their 
child he would love her for the child’s sake. 

Mr. McDonald asked to strike the answer 
out. 

Gov. Johnson said that the answer came 
under the ruling of the Court upon the ques- 
tion of the wife’s declarations, and as such it 
was admissible. ‘‘This evidence,’’ he said, 
‘tis either competent or incompetent, anda 
higher court may pass on that, but it is use- 
less to strike it out because that is evidence 
of akind that makes an impression on the 
hearts and minds of a jury and you can’t 
strike it from there.’’ 

‘*That,’’ said Mr. McDonald, ‘‘is the first 
admission I have had fromthe State. It Its 
true, Gov. Johnson, that you can’t strike it 
from the hearts and minds ofa jury, and 
that is the reason you introduced it even 
when you admit-that a higher court may 
declare it in error.’ This is the character of 
the prosecution by these gentlemen, who 
pretend to represent the prosecution, but 
who represent the insurance companies, and 
are paid by them to prosecute this man.’’ 

Gov, Johnson: ‘‘Mr. McDonald, why do you 
make statements which you cannot substan- 
tiate?’’ : 

Mr. McDonald: ‘‘I can substantiate them.’’ 

‘‘They are not true. Iam employed by Mrs. 
Slatery and the family of the deceased.’’ 

‘*Well, you’re paid out of the policies, and 
the fee you receive is blood money.’’ 

Everyone was instantly in a state of intense 
excitement, and as Gov. Johnson rose every- 
one watched him, awaiting his reply. ‘‘lam 
alawyer,’’ he said, ‘‘and am employed in 
this case. Idonot work for nothing and I 
expect to receivea fee, but, sir (to McDon- 
ald), if the money I receive is stained with 
blood your fee is paid you by a murderer.’’ 

CHEERS IN THE COURT. 

There were cheers in the court room and 
some hisses. Sheriff Culkin rapped for order 
and cried ‘‘Silence,’’ but for a moment the 
noise in the court room continued. 

Mr. McDonald replied: ‘‘No wonder they 
hiss you,’’ and Gov, Johnson replied: ‘‘Your 
ears hear sounds strangely.’’ And then, as 
ifappreciating the effect of such a scene, 
both gentlemen sat down and the court 
passed upon the law, sustaining the prose- 
cution,. 

And this contrasts with a scene of this 
morning, whenthe jurors sent the court a 
written request to have a barber come to 
theirroom., Neither counsel objected and 
the Court instructed the Sheriff to bring in a 
barber, but not to permit him to hold any 
conversation with the jurors. 

‘‘Except about their whiskers,’’ suggested 
Gov. Johnson. 

‘*‘Do you think an admonition will do any 
good to a barber, your Honor,asked Mr. Mc- 
Donald.’’ 

‘*Well, to be sure of that,’’ said the Court, 
‘‘the Sheriff will remain with the barber all 
the time he is in the room,’’ 

Then Mrs. Joseph Ahrens was called. She 
was notan important witness. She simply 
testified that she was at the McAtee house 
after the shooting and saw the overcoat. She 
saw nomudonit. Thatnight she saw Vail. 
He walked up and down the room and paid 
no attention to his wife until her family ar- 
rived. Thed he sat by her bedside for about 
an hour andahalf. On cross-examination 
she hesitated so longabout answering ques- 
tions that Mr. McDonald said it was evident 
she did not want toanswer the questions and 
she could go. : 

Ben Clark, theattorney to whom Mrs. Vail 
applied when she was contemplating a dl- 
vorce, was then called. He was asked if he 
had had a conversation with Mrs. Vailin the 
autumn preceding her death. Mr, Clark said 
he had. 

‘‘What was that conversation?’’ asked Mr. 
Mudd, who conducted the examination. 

PROFESSIONAL SECRETS. 

‘*] decline to state. The communication 
was made to me professionally.’’ 

‘*pDid she apply to you for a divorce?’’ 

Mr. McDonaid objected, and then there 
was another wrangle, another scene in which 
personalities were prominent. At last the 
attorneys consented to discuss the law, and 
the Court called for authorities. The ques- 
tion whether these declarations could be ad- 
mitted in evidence had been decided, the 
prosecution held, by the Court’s ruling 
yesterday, when the Siebold case was 
quoted as authority. Mr. McDonald said 
that he would argue that question later on, 
whether such declarations as these alleged to 
have been made to Mr. Clark came within 
the lines of the Siebold case. But before 
that came the question whether Mr. Clark as 
an attorney had the right to claim his priv- 
llege. ; 

The prosecution argued that the secrecy 
thrown about a communication to a lawyer, 
physician or priest was protected not for the 
interest of the lawyer or physician or priest, 
but in the interest of the person making 
the statement. If Mrs. Vail was here 
and Mr. Clark was willing to 
testify Mrs. Vail could seal his lips, But she 
is dead. Her death is alleged to be the result 
of a crime which is now being investigated, 
and in view of that the attorney could be 
called on to testify. 

Mr. McDonald said it did not matter 
whether the person making the communica- 
tion was party to the suit or not. Judge 
Kelly had held that it was not necessary that 
such person should be party to the suit; that 
nevertheless the attorney could not speak 
and that silence was enjoined not only for 
time, but forever. 

Gov. Johnson argued that the Siebold case 
had been an entire change in the criminal 
practice andit had opened the way to show 
that the declarations of the wife might be ad- 
mitted to show that the presumption of love 
and affection inthe marital relation should 
not apply to the case at issue. 

The discussion continued for a very long 
time, but the court finally ruled that the wit- 
ness could not be compelled to disclose any 
communications made by Mrs. Vail to him. 

WANTED THE COURT RULED OUT. 

John F. Schneider, Sherif of St. Charles 
County, was then called. He testified that he 
was tat the preliminary examination 
of Vail and during and subsequent to the ex- 
amination.

There were five cham- 
bers, containing four cartridges and a shell. 
He put the revolver and cartridges in a stand 
drawer and the shell in hfS pocket. Miss 
Lizzie McAtee wanted to put somethings in 
the wardrobe, and as she was afraid of the 
pistol she asked him to removeilt. The shell 
he kept until about 7 o’clock the day ofthe 
funeral, and then he turned !t over to Mr. Je- 
rome McAtee. He could not positively state 
that the pistol shown him was the pistol he 
sawat Old Monroe, butit was similar, he 
thought. When shown. the shell he said that 
he could not say it was the same, but it was 
similar. 

The cartridges and shell were produced by 
Mr. McAtee when he was on the stand. Mr. 
McDonald said that during the contention for 
the coat they said that the cartridges and 
shell had been. turned over to Mr, Clover. 
Now Mr. McAtee produced them. He wanted 
to know whether these were the same Cart- 
ridges said to have been turned over to Mr. 
Clover. 

Mr. Mudd said that the shells were not 
turned over to Mr. Clover, that was a mis- 
apprehension. The shell was left with Mr, 
McAtee, because he said he would not identify 
them if they went out of his possession. On 
cross-examination he said that he madea 
scratch on the shell, ashe had intended to 
keep itasa keep-sake, but the scratch did 
not seem to have been deep enough to re- 
main. Atthis point the court took a recess,

A Mysterious Tragedy in New York City 
Early This Morning. 


SAMUEL POST FOUND WITH A PISTOL 
SHOT IN THE ABDOMEN. 


Ellen Nelson Charged With the Shooting 
—A Bogus Nobleman in Jail—Charged 
With Attempted Arson—Lieut. Casey’s 
Murderers—The Shade Mystery—Crimi- 
nal Calendar. 


NEw YorE, Feb. 19.—A mysterious -shooting 
case occurred at No. 100 West Twenty-elghth 
street shortly after 110’clock last night. A 
woman who in the West Thirtieth Street 
Station-house, gave her name as Ellen Nel- 
son, shot and severely injured a man who, 
she said, was John Smith. Tbe couple have 
been occupying the second floor @f No. 100 
for three months. Last night four pistol 
shots rang outin quick succession from the 
flat, and Policeman Thompson, who 
heard them, dashed into the 
house, The women was uninjured, 
but. the man was lying on the 
floor with a pistol shot wound in his abdomen. 
The woman held a 82-caliber revolver in her 
hand and was crying and wringing her 
hands. Anambulance was summoned from 
New York Hospital and the injured man was 
taken there. He was very severely injured. 
The woman was taken in a cab to the station- 
house, where she was carefully searched. A 
bottle of creosote was foundin her pocket, 
and she claimed that the man was trying to 
take the creosote when she snatched the 
bottle out of his hand, Then, she 
said, he drew the revolver and in 
the struggle shot himself. She denied at 
first that she hadshotthe man, but after- 
ward acknowledged that she did so, saying 
the shooting was accidental, but that it was 
done inthe struggle for possession of the 
pistol. Shé refused to tellthe name ofthe 
man, saying that she had promised him that 
in case anything should happen to him not to 
divulge his identity. Two women were called 
into the station-house to search her, but be- 
yond asum of money nothing was. found. 
After the search she broke downand cried, 
‘‘Oh! if my darlifig boy should die what 
would become of me?’’ 

Then she said that if Capt. Reedy would 
talk to her she would confess everything. She 
is about 30 years old, well dressed, stout and 
dark complexioned., Her face was perfectly 
white and, until she broke down, set with de- 
termination not totellanything, The police- 
man discovered the bottle of creosote just in 
time, as it was evidently her intention to at- 
tempt suicide. She cried when the bottle was 
taken from her, * but said that 
she had taken it from the man 
who attempted to swallow the dose. 
She stated to Capt. Reedy that they had had 
aquarrel andthat he followed her intothe 
bed-room and fired two shotsather. Then 
she grasped the revolver, and two more shots 
were fired. Hefelland then the police came 
in. Whenthe policeman asked the man who 
shot him he said, looking at the woman: 
‘*You madea bull’s-eye, didn’t you?’’ The 
woman was lockedup. The real name ofthe 
man was ascertained to be Samuel Post, and 
the woman’s name, Mrs. Flien Foster. Noth- 
ing further about them could be ascertained. 


A Bogus Nobleman’s Exploits. 

BANGOR, Me., Feb. 19.—O.Oscar De Coursey 
has been living on the fat of the land in Mach- 
ias, where he represented himself as an En- 
glish nobleman, son of Lord De Coursey, and 
with plenty of money to back up his title. 
While on the crest of the wave of popularity 
he married Miss Georgie Hoar, a lovely young 
woman, and fora long time he hoodwinked 
her relatives and friends. Yesterday he was 
arrested, charged with swindling. His char- 
acter asa nobleman was hastily dropped a 
few days ago and since then the 
police have been hunting for him. 
He has swindled Machias people out 
of thousands of dollars and has ruined a 
happy home. He was evidently prepared for 
the worst, for when the detective revealed 
his identity DeCoursey pulled a vial of 
laudunum from his pocket and swallowed its 
contents. Thenhe calmly folded his arms 
and exclaimed: ‘‘I have gone you one better 
this time.’’ @ 

Detective Allen, who made the arrest,asked 
him what he meant, and DeCoursey replied: 
‘*It means thatI have taken the contents of 
the laudunam bottle and will go back to 
Machias a corpse, if at all.’’ 

Detective Allen summoned a doctor, and 
measures were taken to counteract the infiu- 
ence of the poison, Dut for a long time they 
were unsuccessful, for DeCoursey fought sav- 
agely. He was at las{ overpowered, and a 
powerful emetic was administered in time to 
save his life. He sticks to his original story 
that he is the son of Lord DeCoursey, and 
claims tohave graduated from the Academy 
of Fine Arts ia London. He says he spent his 
income recklessly, and was set adrift by his 
father. He was once mixed up ina 
burglary, but was cleared on a techani- 
cality. He seemed to have money enough 
until he married Miss Hoar. Then his 
supplies were cut off. He said it was because 
his father was angry that he should marry 
beneath hisrank. This explanation seemed 
to satisfy his wife’s parents and friends, for 
he continued to live with them and was not 
above borrowing freely. In December last he 
received what purported to be the announce- 
ment of his father’s death, and that an ex- 
ecutor of the estate would visit Machias in 
January to identify him and give him his 
share of the estate. This announcement was 
followed by two checks onthe Bank of En- 
giand. One wasa present to his wife and 
purported to be worth £1,00. The 
face value of the “other was £5,000. 
Nobody in Machias cared to cash 
those big checks, but they were willing to 
loan him all the money he wanted, and nearly 
every relative of his wife is now kicking him. 
self for his credulity. DeCoursey hired a 
coachman and rigged him outinthe finest 
livery, and got trusted for everything, horses 
and carriages included. His reign was short. 
The executor didnot show up, but instead 
came aletter asking DeCoursey to meet him 
at the Border City Hotel. DeOoursey bor- 
rowed some more money and fine clothes and 
went to keep his appointment. He stop 
awhile at the hotel, but as soon as it was - 
covered thatthe supposed executor did not 
exist DeCoursey decamped, and his arrest

THREE GREAT EVILS. 


Rev. Father Savery Attacks Low Theaters, 
Saturday Night Balls and Posters. 


Rev. Father Daniel Savery, First Assistant 
of St. Lawrence O’Toole’s Catholic Church, 
last night preached from the pulpit of 8t. 
Michael’s Church a sermon containing a 
strong attack upon the evils of Saturday 
night balls, low theaters and indecent the- 
atrical show-bill pictures as witnessed in St. 
Louis. The subject ofthe sermon was ‘‘The 
Approximate Occasion of Sin,’’ 
and the reverend father was  de- 
cidedly plain-spoken in _ treating it. 
He denounced the evils named as the things 
that drove men to sin, the great temptations 
of the rising generation. They stunted man’s 
moral progress, for no one could be expected 
to be pure In thought who visited such dives 
of iniquity or gloated upon such pictures. The 
secret history of the confessional contained 
the records of manyalife ruined by those 
glaring evils, and he demanded that they be 
no longer countenanced by the Catholic laity. 
lt was a shame that the dead walls of 
a great city should * be covered 
with pictures that caused the modest to 
blush, and even the immoral to bow in 
shame. Oatholics, at least, should be clear 
of the charge of allowing such evils to exist, 
or of being implicated in the responsibility 
for such an outrage. The entire public should 
rise and condemn them in such unmistakable 
terms that they would no longer be permitted 
by the municipal authorities to bring shame 
upon the city. Father Savery’s closing was 
particularly bitter, and he scored the evils 
alluded to without mercy.

THE POLICE WILL INTERFERE WITH 
THE AMATEUR TOURNAMENT. 


There Will Be Wrestling Bouts, However— 
Why the Authorities Have Decided to 
Prohibit the Boxing—The State Law on 
the Subject. 


The amateur sparring and wrestling tourna- 
mentto be given underthée auspices of the 
Missouri Gymnasium and Athiletie Club at 
Entertainment Hallofthe Exposition Build- 
ing to-night and Saturday night, will not be 
carried out as originally intend- 
ed. Cireumstances over which the 
cmb has no control have 
necessitated some change in the programme, 
The change will consist in eliminating all the 
sparring features of the entertainment. This 
will be done in deference to the wishes of the 
police. The latter have put down their feet, 
in fact both feet, and said there shall be no 
sparring, and there will not. It is the first 
time the authorities here have interfered 
with an amateur exhibition, and their action 
will no doubt be something of a surprise to 
the general public. The law prohibiting 
sparring makes no distinction whatever be- 
tween professional and amateur contests, 
and the Police Board intend to treat all alike. 
The managers of the tournament know of the 
intentions of the police inthe premises and 
have decided to hold the wrestling bouts, as 
the law does not prohibit wrestling. 

CHIEF HARRIGAN WILL STOP IT. 

It has been intimated for several days 
that the police would probably inter- 
fere with the tournament. When 
Chief Harrigan was seen this 
morning in reference to the matter he re- 
plied: ‘‘Itis true that we intend to prevent 
any sparring taking place at this tournament, 
and J have instructed Capt. Young of the Cen- 
tral District to have men on hand to see that 
none occurs. Ispoke to him about ita few 
days ago, and repeated my orders to him 
this morning, and you can say pos- 
itively that no sparring w be 
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State law—we cannot permit the holding of 
this sparring tournament. without neglecting 
our duty. The board decided that as others 
had been denied the privilege of giving exhi- 
bitions of sparring this tournament could not 
be permitted.’’ 

‘*This is the first time an amateur exhibi- 
bition has been interfered with. Why did 
you not stop the one held here before?’’ 

‘*Because I was not Chief of Police at that 


time. " 
WILL WRESTLE. 

John C. Meyers of the Missouri Gymnasium 
and Athletic Club said that ifthe police were 
determined not to permit the sparring no at- 
tempt would be made to give it, as the or- 
ganization had no intention of resisting the 
enforcement of any § law. If the 
sparring -was stopped the wrestling 
would be held anyhow, as_ there 
was no law prohibiting wrestling.
